By 
so  lining,  the  ap])renlice.s  are  enabled  to  obtain  excellent  |>raclic.al 
cx|)erieiKe.  :ind  great  care  is  given  to  all  such  work  entrusted  to  the 
Sc'llonl. 

Physical. — Both  in  llie  Elementary  ain.1  'I’echnical  Depart- 
ments. fnily  (jualilied  '1‘eaclier.s  •rive  instnictitni  in  Physical  'I'raining. 
ihe  results  of  which  are  ])ermanently  beneficial  to  the  general  well- 
being of  all  in  the  School.  A Special  Course,  suggested  by  Mi.ss 
Koeller.  is  taken  throughout  the  School. 

Scouts  and  Wolf  ('ubs. — I'he  ScIkxjI  Proop  of  IPjy  .Sc'outs 
.ind  the  Wolf  f'ub  Pack  are  keen  an<l  efticient.  Jhe  lads  receive 
l)enelicial  training  in  every  department  ol  Scoutcraft,  and  during 
the  summer  they  attended  a camp  on  (iolden  Hill  with  the  Jb-istol 
Cirammar  Schofd  'Pn)o]). 

Health. — During  the  whole  year  the  Health  of  the  Puj)ils  was 
satisfactory.  'Phis  was  carefully  watched  over  bv  Dr.  Klcmming, 
.ind  during  his  absence,  on  active  semce,  by  Dr.  Kyle. 

Workshops. — 'Plie  sales  of  our  work  have  been  much  larger 
than  ill  any  jirevioiis  year  and  the  demand  is  still  maintained, 
'i'hanks  are  ilue  to  manv  ladies — enumerated  on  Page  22 — who 
have  kindly  undertaken  the  suiiervision  of  our  sales  of  work  in 
other  towns. 
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■I'lie  ■I'railiiit!  AccoiiiU  shows  a much  belter  result  than  |ue- 
viouslv  The  Table  of  Bliiiil  Workers’  WaKCS  a.a I Income  on  I age 
17  intlieales  consi.lerable  ail.litions  to  what  was  the  pre-war  stan- 
dard. Reeeullv  the  Committee  made  ojnsiderable  advances  in 
payments  to  blind  workers,  and  have  decided  to  place  them  on  a 
liNcd  wage  scale,  rather  than  on  the  piece-work  system  which 
operated  adverselv  on  some  workers  who  were  very  much  nandi- 
eapped  lor  various  reasons,  .such  as  blindness  in  later  life,  inability 
1(1  olitain  satisfactory  training,  natural  ai)ility  cil  the  wtirkt-r.  etc. 

Blind  Workers'  Help  Fund.— This  Fund  lias  been  most 
iLscftil  ill  assisting  the  most  needy  during  the  long  continuing  period 
of  high  cost  of  living.  It  is  hoped  that  .Subscribers  will  continue 
n,  support  this  important  Fund.  Some  vahiable.contributions  have 
been  received  from  the  Dockyard  Workers’  Chanty  l•■tlnd.  and  it 
would  be  encouraging  if  other  Workers’  Associations  would  follow 
this  excellent  example. 


Hostel  for  Blind  Women. — The  hostel  has  proved  a great 
benefit  to  the  Blind  Women  Workers  and.  by  the  generosity  ot  Mr. 
H.  H.  Wills,  a larger  house  in  Woodland  Road  has  been  put  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Committee,  and  after  renovation  will  shortly 
be  available. 


Home  Teaching. — The  Committee  regret  the  loss  by  death  ot 
Mr.  W.  Berriman.  the  senior  teacher,  who  lor  forty  years  had  laith- 
fiillv  carried  on  his  useful  work.  The  visiting  and  general  assist- 
ance of  the  Dutdoor  Blind  have  been  much  appreciated. 

The  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Focal  C.overnment  Board  have 
asked  the  assistance  of  the  Committee  in  preparing  a Register  of 
the  Blind,  which  is  now  completed.  An  Advisory  Stib-(  ommittee 
tor  the  We.st  of  fcingland  has  been  a|)pointed.  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  ('.overnment  will  soon  be  in  a position  to  organise  and  eipiip 
State-aid  for  the  benefit  of  all  blind  persons,  and  to  provide  the 
expected  financial  assistance  for  them.
